RESOLUTION 

Constitution of a State Advisory Committee for the 
Territorial Army in Mysore 

No. 1254. — To advise the Government of India or 
matters relating to the development of the Territorial 
Army in the State of Mysore, the President has been 
pleased to direct that a State Advisory Committee for 
the Territorial Army be constituted. 

The Committee shall consist of —

No. 1256. — In the Civilians in Defence Services (Re- 
vision of Pay) Rules, 1947, the following amendment 
shall be made: — 

Add the following to the Note inserted by the Minis- 
try of Defence Notification No. 556, dated 6th May 1951 
against the items “Compounders” and “Dispensers’' 
wherever they occur in the Schedule: — 

“Existing incumbents who arc not entitled to the 
scale of Rs. 55—3 — 85— E.B.— 4 — 125—5—130 in 
accordance with these orders, but were entitled 
to the same in accordance with the Notifica- 
tion No. 135/E, dated 14th November 1949 will, 
however, continue to draw pay in that scale.’’' 

This has retrospective effect from 5th May 1951.
